certain to assume great magnitudu in 
the ver.v near future. Tl thiM-efore be- 
eiiiiies :i matter iil' very gr'-at i riip.iii ain-e 
to ileti'rinine and deline vi^ry positively 
what the rights of the people of the t\vi> 
countries arc in regard to wrecks in 
these waters. If it were prop.'seil to es- 
tablish alisolute reeiproidty in urn-king 
and permit salvage crews from cither 
side ot the line to work on the other 
side without hiiulrance in any way, we 
do not know that the iiei.ple of Hrilisli 
Cohiinbia would sirimisly oliji-el, al- 
though we would be siirriMHlering a 
greater e.xteiit of wal'-rtliaii tlo' oihci>.

."SVhy did we do thisV Simply liecausc wh 
agreed with it. Does lie mean U> say 
that tlic opiKisitiiiu oppuses everything 
tliat the govei-nmenl prupuses tu bring 
iu'! Does he mean tu say thai if tlie 
government adopts llic principles of tin; 
opposition, then the opiiosition should 
refnse to vote fur the measure? 1 am a 
.stronger believer than ever in the gov- 
ernment tiwnership of railways, I vot- 
ed againsl that [jartieular mulion uf nun- 
cunlidence because 1 knew thai it was 
nut for the purpose of advancing the 
cause of the government ownership of 
railways, and because it was put in at 
the wrong moment, as this bill goes fur- 
ther in the direclioii of carrying out the 
Ijrinciplos of my platform than even the 
bill 1 referred to in Manitoba. The hon. 
gentleuuin was ipiito right iu poiutiug 
out that the government certainly had 
to a verv large extent, at any rate, 
adopted the principles laid down by th« 
government of which 1 nas leader. I 
think it must have struck every nioni- 
ber of the house that the government 
must have had my ideas before thorn 
when they proceeded to carry out CTie 
principles- already sot forth in clause IV 
of my platform. Now. Mr. S>neaki r, 

every single clau.«e of that has I n ai- 

teujpted,— I do not say sui-cessfnily by 
the bill now before us. Now what is 
the situation at [)reseut'/ There has 
been consideralile discussion in the 
countrv with regard to this railway 
question. 1 cannnt believe that the hon. 
member for Cariboo when he sialis thai 
this feeling lias been brought about by 
money or anything of that kind. There 
is no question at all that the feeeling is 
very strong in this province, as it has 
been in the province of Maniluba and 
'-other provinces, that it is unfurtuuale 
■we should be |)laeca su largely al the 
mercv of a single eurpuratiuu; b-i-au.-e 
people feel that a c.rpuraliun charges 
biglier rates than il should cliar-e, ami 
in that way tlie ii.npl,. uf r.riiish C- 
lumbia are placed in a (lisadvai.lageu.is 
position in reu-nrd to the utlirr iiruviiiees. 
Now this was brmiglil about by the I >u- 
niinion yovei-nnieni , who gave sumething 
like une hundred milliues to the cun- 
struction of thai gn-al raduay. |so 
when il is sng;;esteil that the provin-

I 
am iinile aware that that company has

r(ioli.<li euougli lo be prei>arisl to gue a 
bonus !u that p.iitieular company, but 
llu'y di<l not succeed so well in Van- 
couver. ,1 

I do nol think, therefore, that tin- le. l- 
iiig was very geiu'ral. A scnliinenl c' r- 
faiuly exists in fav.ir of compel iliioi fur 
the lower rati's. The V. iV 10. railway, 
however, oni'eavorcd to use tliis .senti- 



do, and the lirst and only proper thing 
lo do is lo coutrol tlie railway ourselves.

It is impos- 
sible to control rates unless the actual 
cusi.is put against the railway, so that 
the railway will not require the outlay 
and thus keep up rates. If we make a 
bargain with this competitive road 
which wc bring into existence, wo will 
find that when wo put in our clauses 
with regard to the lowering of freight 
and passenger rates, we shall have to 
add to the cost of that road the amount 
of money which tho Canadian racilic 
railway compel them to pay for th<' 
franchises and other privileges which wi' 
give to that company for nothing.

iMr. Martin continuing: We have the 
provinces of Ontario and Quebec to 
guide u's. Those two provinces have on- 
ly two railways, practically, namely the 
Oanndian Pacific and the Grand Trunk. 
Now !v large number of railways havo 
been commenced and built with every nR- 
.«ilstance„indeed from the public, the prov- 
ince, tlil^ Dominion, the municipalities. 
Some of the counties in Ontario to-day 
are very heavily in debt on a<!count of 
large bonuses to railway companies. 
They did this to I'sfablisli competition. 
1'h(> great light in Ontario was against 
tho (iraiid Trunk. They put lludr hands 
down deeply into their poi'kets to .sup- 
port the rival company. What is tho 
result to-day 'y ICvi-ry one of those rail- 
Aviiys is a i)art of the (iraiid Trunk or 
tlib Canadian Pacific system; and in this 
proviucp, too, it would only bo a ques- 
tion of time before the Canadian Pacitii' 
would buy iqi any rival company as fioon 
ns that company was olTored as much as 
lliey considered they were ontilled to. 
There is no possible moans of preventing 
this. The ppopb- would 1)0 willing to 
take anything rather than allow the 
company to bo sold out to the Canadian 
Pacific. There are only two things to 
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their lives. Wh-U th 
a hunt, .Mr. Speaker, is 
sum Ihey will gel from 
this liuiHc grants thi>iii 
provileges and b'liiuses 
sell.

' Mr. McPhillips— The legislnture uf 
Manitoba are to-day obtaining legisla- 
tion in the Dominion who arc adding to 
and taking from that same statute. 

.Mr. Martin, continuing— Well, they 
cannot do it. That's all. (Loud laugh- 
ter.) I believe that having gone to the 
Dominion for legislation, they proposed 
that they should niter tlio statute, ami 
that is entirely within the jurisdiction of 
the Dominion parliament. Either they 
have jurisdiction, or wc have jurisdic- 
tion. If they have jurisdiction, we have 
no jurisilicliiiii. That is the iiriiiciple of 
the Ninth .\merica Act. There is no 
concurrent jurisdiction. The only way 
in which the railway coni])ari.v can have 
any rights at nil "with roganl to a jiar- 
tlclilar railway for the general advanta^'e 
of Canada is for the govornnient to in- 
coi7)orate tliat railway; and whatever 
other company yon can .agree with, you 
cannot agree with this eumiiuny, as fhov 
liave no rights whatever, am! tbey ,lo 
not mind what sort of an .ngroemeiit we 
make, as they wiTl agree to .nnytllin.T. 
Tho only thing they could do ' is' to gAt 
tho .S-l.OOn from us and put it into their 
pockets, and ibis I for one dn not in- 
tend to assist them in Hoing. "We must 
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be careful that every single dollar we 
give — we euuuot alToril to pay much — , 
at any rate does nut go into the hands 
of tho iirumolers. It is (piite legitimali! 
for every person to make mu.iey :f ne 
honestly can, hut it is certainly no busi- 
ness of the members of this house to 
see that Mackenzii' iVl Mann inakj 
money. It is our duty to see that o ir 
alleiilioii is entirely directed to bow we 
can best lu-utcct the people's inten'sts. 

.Mr. Siuiih Ciirlis— Uuw is it that 
with the C. P. U. we cannot lose this

II. any money for costs of 
bonus, charter, etc.. payable to that 
company by the C. P. U. 1 cannot im- 
agine. .Mr, Speaker, vhy the Canadian 
Paeilie Kailwiiy Company "s fiUch a vcr>- 
black sheep iiidi-ed. and the Great North- 
ern Uailway Company nri- so very line 
peopli'. In "the first place. 1 see no evi- 
dence whatever that the Great Northern 
Kailway Company are iiiteresled in this 
matter in any way, shape or form. 
Statements have been made by iinlividii- 
als to that effect, but I couleiid tliiil in> 
absolute evidence has been put forward 
on this matter. 

To Mr. McPliillirs.— I would not be- 
lievi! anything Mr. Bodwell would say, 
as he is an interested party. I do not 
wish to cast any rotlections upon Mr. 
liodwell or any other person, bnt the 
evidence put forward Is not the kind we 
want in a case w hore tlvc people's money 
is to be paid out. Even if it wcro true, 
what iiossilile giiarnntee would it 1m> id 
have the arriingeiiients with tho (ireat 
Nmlhern Itailway Company? It is not 
necessary for me lo |joint out the fact 
Mily the Croat Northern railway 
Caiiadiaii Pacific cmniianii's 
lie arraiigi'miMit's with regard to 
whii h |u-ai:l ieiilly ellmiuate coui- 
1, ami keep up freight rates to a 
liL;nic.

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supiiort the -overninont in this bill? Sure- 
ly this is the lime for tliom to declare 
thi'iiisidve.s ir this matter is so import- 
ant that the C. P. K. should not be dealt 
witli. .Now is the time to say so. It would 
be mo.st unfair to the government fur 
this house to allow them deliberately to 
negotiate with tho C. P. K. ami spmid 
a lot of valuable time dealing wilh that 
company, and tind ou coming back here 
that tho house was not in favor of ib'al- 
ing with the C. I'. It. I nder th..-e 
circumstances how can these geiuleinen 
reconcile their [iledges to the people with 
their action in this house?

K,, 1 uiidei-sland, in 
facl, that he is willing to support the 
j;overiiiiieiit ill this uiatler.

Mr. Martin continuing— I may miy, 
Mr, Speaker, tliat I do not wish to make 
aiiv retlectioii u|ioii the hon. gentleman 
from Itosslaud, bnt we do maintain that 
we have bad a most persistent lobby to 
deal with. Yon cannot move around 
this building without tumbling over half 
a dozen of theiiu You cannot move out 
o! that door without tumbling over eight 
<u' ten of them. I say that gentlemen in 
this bouse should have an opinion one 
way or the other as to how they stand 
in reference to the governmcut's action 
with regard to this railway. I do not

I sei> 
that i:ii;:lish people have no compnnel bin 
abuul iilai iiiL' |iarl of their loan in the 
riiiled St, lies, and I do not kc(. wliy we 
should have.. Now with regard lo Ili(< 
railways, tlie tirst one is this Consl- 
Kootenay road. With regard to this, a 
certain city iu Ihis province— the most 
; imiioiiaiil -is entirely overlooked, 1 d.. 
j not nut ire there the name of the city of 
, Vancunver, We in Vancouver do not 
pro|iof<e to lie on a branch lino. As a 
represenlativi' for Vancouver, I want 
Vancouver to bo on the main line. Now 
there is going to be some trouble in this 
iiialler. 1 do not wish to underrnte tho 
i city nf A'ictoria. No doubt Victoria i« 
a iargo wholesale centre, and it should 
have ov(>ry cousidorntiou ; but thev(> will 
i hi. no diliiculty iu connection with tim 
' Tunning of this railway. It is not at all 
likely there will ho suHlcient business for 
a wiiile. nt any rate, to have more than 
one train a day, if the cars run from 
Kocdona.v. My proposition is that the 
trouble iif this kind arises from the 
through train features. Only one should 
bo run In the city of Vanciniver or the 
city of Victoria, whichever fur a i>oriod 
of "six mouths has tho largest number of 
jiassongors. I/ct this be scdtlod, say, for 
six montli.s. The exigencies of the posi- 
tion -ivould not allow more than one 
through train. If tlioro are more through 
passengers going to "Vancouver than to 
Viotorin, I would object tP it running 
to Victoria. With regard to tlio road 
on' the Island, I believe this is a very 
nf'cessa'r.v Hue. AVith regard lo the road 
from iMidway to Vernon, I have not any- 
thing particular to say, and regarding 
the .Fort Stoolo road — Vidiether thoso an; 
more ncccssarj- than any other roads, 
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say a road lo Cariboo, I am not here 
lu say. Ki'j.'ardiiig a road from the 
I'oa.^l lo lli.fielloii, running UUI mlb's, I 
have not sullicieiit iiiipiaiiitaiiee on tlim 
mailer lo expres.i an eidiiion. (.)uile pro- 
bably there is no immediate likidiliuud of 
Ihe road being built. I think, however, 
the people of this i)rovince would like to 
see the Coast-Kooleiiay road eonimencod 
this year. I hav(. no ilmibl about the ur- 
gency of this road. U is urgently ni'- 
cessary that in tho shorlesl time pos- 
sibli. we must have that road built. I 
think that lli(( C. P. It. tshould under- 
stand this urgcMiey clearly. If they can- 
not mei'l these conditions, they will lind 
considerable opposition from the |ieuiile 
of this proviuc.', .Vt any rate, if Ihey are 
not in a posilimi lo build il ou rselvl•^:, 
some iiortion of it at least niust be done 
b.v some other p('o[ih. as nuickl.v as )ios- 
sible under the cirenmtitaiices. One 
point in favor of the (', P. It,— It seems 
to me thai there is one reason why it 
would be a great advantage to make a 
contract w ith this lauiipany r.-itluu- than 
with any oiber i-ompany. and that is 
bci.-ause the K'ooteliay is not the only part 
of this pruvinee. It is an important 
part, but there iiri' utlii'r porliuiis uf 
Ibis pruviiiei. ill whieh the Canadian I'a- 
(dtie already run, and win. re tluu-e is 
just as iiiiieli pussible siific'ring fruiii the 
liiglier rales as in any oilier [lortioiis of 
the province. If we are able under the 
provisions of this bill to gel a eonlraet 
wilh the C. P. U. by wbiidi they wiil 
hand over absoliUely the control of the 
rales on the (.'oasl-Kooleuay road, this 
will have an indirect inlliienci' n|ion 
their rates t hn nighoiil the iiroviiiee.

.\uw, as lu siili-seei ion I!— il is eoiii- 
plaiiied that this coiiiraet will give no 
subsidies until the work is done, and il is 
iirgi'd that thi'V be paid every 'JH miles 
or so, I wuulil sapport the governnieiil

How- 
ever, if tho Doiuinioii do not wish to 
insist 111)011 this, it is not our iiarticular 
business lo suggest il. 

Now. the hon. gentleman for A'iotoria 
had a great deal to sav with regard to 
the (dass of legislation bVlwei'ii two gov- 
ernments. Ho has already said that the 
Dominion parlianiont will net ia the iii- 
terosl of the public. N'ow, supposing 
the.v give a bonus to this road, wo 
should not desire to prevent tliat.

Now 
ilioro was tt date, not so yery far past, 
when it was the practice of both the 
I loiuinion and Provincial pairlinincnts- to 
^'ive honuscM to railways^ without any 
( onditions at nil.' That time has passed. 
.Now the Dominion House of Coiiinioiis 
deiiarted from that in the Crow's Xest 
matter. They provided for a niiinher of 
tliiuKS iu connection witli the rates and 
a number of other things. They havo 
also provided with other railways that 
the railways should return 3 per cent., 
ret iiriialde out of the mail contracts.

It scenis to me that that is 
the key of the situation in the Fraser 
viille.v. It is a ver.v strange thing ivo 
should have for so long the Croat North- 
ern railway coming in on the south side, 
Hid doing practically no Imsiness, or 
very .small l)U.sincss at any rate, with 
New Westminster. When this bridge i» 
■ completed, I shall expect to see tho 
j Croat Northern running into the city of 
I Vancouver.
